The Senate Dependant Pension 
Bill Mnch Amended in the 
House.

W a sh in g to n , April 1».—Toller re­ 
ported back the House bill to give 
validity to certain patents for inven­ 
tions that were irregularly issued, 
being signed by Second Assistant 
Secretary cf the Interior, Hawkins, 
instead of by the Secretary himself. 
Passed. 
Butler reported back the House bill 
to ratify ancl confirm an act of the 
New 
Mexico 
legislature, creating 
county offices ior San Juan. Passed, 
with an amendment declaring Aztec 
the county seat. 
Among the bills introduced and 
referred were 
the following: By 
Allison, for the establishment of a 
permanent Court of arbitration be­ 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain and France. 
By Chandler, 
for the completion of the Direct tax 
of 1861. This bill revives and re­ 
enacts those sections of the Act of 
1861, 
imposing 
a 
Direct 
tax 
of 
$20,000,000, 
ami 
provides 
for tho c dlection of all unpaid bal­ 
ances with five per cent, interest 
thereon, the States to have the privi­ 
lege of assuming their quota, less fif­ 
teen per cent, deduction; otherwise, 
the tax is to be collected from the 
land of the individual as provided in 
the original act. 
A bill to authorize the sale to aliens 
of certain mineral lands was taken up 
for consideration. 
Faulkner, a member of tho Com­ 
mittee on Mines and Mining, from 
which the bill had been reported, 
spoke in opposition to it. He regarded 
it as a bill fraught with danger. The 
Act of 1887, which this bill proposed 
to modify, was the first Act passed 
which affected the holding of real es­ 
tate. The hill would not only allow 
individuals to obtain mineral rights 
in this 
country, 
but 
it 
would 
allow corporations formed in England, 
France or Germany to purchase any 
number of patents to mining lands. 
Stewart aeked 
Faulkner 
whether 
there was any law in West Virginia 
that prevented aliens from having an 
interest in mining property. 
Faulkner—None that 1 know of. 
Stewart—Nor in any other State. 
Faulkner moved an amendment 
providing 
that 
where 
mining 
. claims which have been patented are 
acquired by partnership, a majority 
of the partners and directors shall be 
•citizens of the United States. 
Stewart said that there seemed to 
be a total misapprehension of the ob­ 
ject of the bill. 
It left the law, so 
far as mining claims were concerned, 
in the same condition as if the act of 
1887 had not passed, and the Senator, 
himself,(Faulkner) had demonstrated 
thAt no evil had resulted from it as 
it had then stood. 
Dolph said the law of 1887 had been 
aimed against the evil of allowing 
foreigners to hold large tracts of 
agricultural lands. The b 11 simply re­ 
sto ed the condition ef affairs in the 
mining districts of the Territories that 
existed before the a< t of 1887. 
With­ 
out final action on the bill or amend­ 
ment the bill was laid aBide. 
Mo-rill gave notice that he would 
on Wednesday address the Senate on 
the President’s annual message, and 
Coke gave like notice for Thursday. 
A numlrer of bills were then intro­ 
duced and referred. 
A bill to provide for the admission 
of the State of Dakota into the Union 
and for the organization of the Terri­ 
tory of Lincoln, was taken up. 
A 
substitute reported from the Coin in it- 
teo on Ter ritories to the original bill 
established the boundaries of the pro­ 
posed State and designated the re­ 
maining portions of the present Ter­ 
ritory as tho Territory of North Da­ 
kota (not Lincoln), with Bismarck as 
the capital. 
Platt, Chairman of the Committee 
on Territories, said the bill was one 
of four which had been reported by 
the Committee on Territories for the 
admission of new states. It provided 
for the admission of the southern part 
of Dakota under a constitution al­ 
ready formed. The other three bills 
were 
enabling 
acts 
for 
the 
Territories cf Washington, Montana 
and the northern portion of Dakota. 
The proposed Slate of South Dakota 
had a population of 400,000, aud be 
thought that they had a right to be 
admitted as a State to participate in 
the next Presidental election. 
Vest. Do you mean that the people 
of South Dakota have a legal and 
constitutional right to come into the 
Union as a State without Action on 
the part of Congress. 
Platt. No. 
Vest. That claim has been as­ 
serted and I wanted to know whether 
th e Senator from Connecticut en­ 
dorsed that proposition or not. 
Platt said there were now in the 
Union nine States haviDg less popula­ 
tion than the proposed State oi South 
Dakota. He argued that South Dakota 
had brought herself within the pre­ 
cedent under which other States had 
been admitted. It could not be said 
that she had done anything irregular. 
Why then should sheioot be admi ted. 
and admitted now ? Why should the 
Senate turn a deaf ear to her prayer ? 
Why should the Senate refuse to par­ 
ticipate in that greatest, grandest act 
of legislation, the admission of a new 
State into.the Union, thus adding to 
the grandeur, strenth, glory and re­ 
nown of the American Republic? 
Butler obtained the floor, and the 
bill went over till to-morrow. 
After the Executive session, the 
Senate adjourned.

The sixth day of filibustering over 
the Direct tax bill was begun in the 
House of Representativa this morn­ 
ing. Dilatory motions and roll calls 
commenced as soon as the session 


°*Tbe<proceedings this morning were 
utterly destitute of interest. 
Until 
2 :30 toe clerk continued to owl the 
roll upon tho various dilatory motions 
submitted. 
At (bat hoar toe Boose 


found itself without a quorum, and 
Weaver moved an adjournment. The 
motion was defeated. Yeas, 80; nays, 
151. A call of the House was then 
ordered. 
At 10:15 E. B. Taylor asked unani­ 
mous consent that the House take a 
recess until 10:45 to-morrow. The 
Speaker pro tern put the request and 
after a short pause 
declared it 
granted, bringing down the gavel just 
as Breckenridge, of Arkansas, sprang 
to his feet with an objection, which 
came in a second too late. 
The re­ 
cess was therefore taken. 
At about 6 o’clock Oates asked the 
unanimous conseut of the House to 
have a resolution read for informa­ 
tion, but ho was promptly met with 
objections from tho Republican side. 
The resolution be intended to have 
read was to the effect that a large num­ 
ber of attorneys, lobbyists and ilaim 
agents are working actively to secure 
the passage of the bill now under con­ 
sideration, and that a committee 
should be appointed to ascertain what 
contracts or agreements existed be­ 
tween any attorneys, lobbyists or 
agents ami the beneficiaries of the 
aforesaid bill, and to report to the 
House in thirty days, and that pend­ 
ing such investigation the further con­ 
sideration of the bill be postponed. 
At 7:30 the 8ergeant-at-Arms ap­ 
peared and reported that of the twen­ 
ty-five memhersabsent without leave, 
twenty were out of the city and the 
other five could not be found. He 
was directed to continue his search. 
At about nine o'clock further pro­ 
ceedings under the call were dispensed 
with, and Campbell, of New York, 
moved as an amendment, ponding the 
motion for a short recess, that the 
House take a recess until 11:45 to­ 
morrow morning. 
In order to pre­ 
vent a vote being taken on this prop- 
odtion, Breckenridge, of Arkansas, 
revived the tactics resorted to a few 
da\ s ago, aud moved that McKinney, 
of 
New 
Hampshire, be excused 
from voting. A p int of order against 
the motion-was overruled by the 
Speaker. Taylor appealed from the 
decision, pending which 
Brecken­ 
ridge, of Kentucky, moved to adjourn. 
Weaver, of Iowa, moved that when 
the House adjourn, it be to meet on 
Wednesday night, and Breckenridge, 
of Arkansas, moved to adjourn until 
Thursday.

Washington, April 9.—The House 
Committee on Invalid Pensions this 
morning took final action upon the 
Seuato bill known as tho Dependent 
Pension Bill. A substitute was adopt­ 
ed for the second section, which is 
the principal section of the bill. The 
substitute provides a pension for all 
persons who have served in the mili­ 
tary or naval service of the United 
St ites for any period, and who have 
been honorably discharged, and who 
are now or who may hereafter be suf­ 
fering from mental or physical de­ 
bility, not the result of their own 
vícíoub habite, which has totally dis­ 
able 1 them from the peiformance er 
manual labor, at the rate \ er month 
of one cent for every day’s war ser­ 
vice. 
It further provides the same 
pension for all such persons who are 
62 years of age, or who may hereafter 
become sixty-two years of age, for 
and during their natural lives. Sec­ 
tion 3 w .s amended so as to provide 
that when llie widow of auy person 
who had served in the war and been 
honorably discharged, is in a condition 
of dependence, or is suffering from any 
disability recognized by the genera1 
pension law, aud is sixty-two years of 
age, she sha 1 be placed upon the pen­ 
sion roll at *he rate per month of one 
cent for every day’s war service of her 
husband. The fourth section was 
amended so as to make attorney fees 
for claims filed under the hill $5 in­ 
stead of $10. The element s depend­ 
ency 
placed 
in 
thS 
Grand 
Army bill by 
the 
Senate was 
eliminated 
so that 
all 
soldieis 
are to be pensioned for their sé» vices 
equally without regard to their finan­ 
cial condition and according to the 
per diem idea. 
The amendments 
were adopted by a strict party vote, 
the Republicans favoring the provis­ 
ions oi the Senate bill, so that the 
amended bill may be regarded as em­ 
bodying the Democratic policy in the 
matter of pension legislation. 
RAILROAD LAND GRANTS. 
A bill, general in its character, for­ 
feiting all lands opposite 
railroad 
linos not completed within tho time 
specified by law, was agreed to, by 
the House Committee on Pacific Roads 
to-day. 
Four bills have already been re­ 
ported by this committee, declaring 
forfeitures in the cases of the Hastings 
and Dakota, the Ontenogon 
and 
State Line, the Northern Pacific, and 
the Southern Pacific railroads. The 
bill agreed upon to-day is intended to 
cover 
all unearned railroad land 
grants not included in these meas­ 
ures. Tho committee estimates that 
the land recovered under the lot of 
bills will amount to about 50,000,000 
acres. 
Representative Weaver, of Iowa, 
says another deadlock will occur this 
week, if the present is broken within 
the next twenty-four hours. He in­ 
tends to oppose the passage of the 
Outhwaite Pacific Railroad bill by 
dilatory tactics, and says it will likely 
result in a deadlock of considerable 
duration, if there is time within 
which the bill may be taken up.

S a n F r a n c isc o , April 9 .—Consider­ 
able excitement was caused to-day by 
the statement that one Dr. Mark 
Raine attempted to kidnap Florence 
Blythe, an heiress to the great Blythe 
ite. 
It appears that in 
1883 
a child named Annia Mooney was 
lost at Belmont during 
a picnic, 
and 
though 
large rewards 
were 
offered she never had been found. 
Raine became possessed of the idea 
that Florence Blythe waB the missing 
child, an l in 1875, it is said, ho at­ 
tempted to carry her off. 
On Satur­ 
day last he induced the Mooney’s to 
go with him to Berkeley, where Flor­ 
ence was residing with a guardian, 
Joseph Perry, and claim their child. 
At the same time he confided his 
plot to a boy who visited at Perry’s. 
The latter told an officer, aud when 
the parties put in an appearance 
Raine was arrested. 
The Mooney 
family of course failed to recoguize 
their daughter in Florence Blythe. 
Raine, in the opinion of Chief Crow­ 
ley, is a crank who ought to spend a 
few months in the House of Correc­ 
tion. He was held on the charge of 
attempting to steal I he child. The 
case comes up in two weoks.

All the candidates are 
pledged to secure a system of public 
water works and carry forward mu­ 
nicipal improvements. 
The trial of Dr. L. E. Powell for the 
murder of Ralph Smith will be com­ 
menced at Redwood City before the 
Superior Court of San Mateo county 
to-morrow morning. 
A sharp earthquake was felt at Riv­ 
erside yesterday morning at five min­ 
utes past 7. 
The wave was from the 
northeast to the southwest. 
Dishes 
on tables rattled lively. 
The flues of a freight engine blew 
out on the Atlantic and Pacifieroad at 
Carriga, Ariz., lost night, injuring 
four men. The fireman and brake- 
men are not expected to live. 
Chas. Miller was nearly killed by 
falling from a load of lumber this 
evening. 
He was dragged by the 
runaway team nearly three hundred 
yards and bis jaw broken.

Circumstances lead to tbe'belief that 
he committed suicide while under 
temporary aberration of mind, caused 
by ill-health. He owned a ranch at 
Mountain View. He had been miss­ 
ing for some days. 
A French sheep man came into Ba­ 
kersfield this afternoon and reported 
that he had fonnd the dead body of a 
man at White Wolf Springs, twenty- 
four miles east of that place. The 
head was severed from the body, and 
at some distance from the remains, 
which were in an advanced state of 
decomposition. Papers evidently be­ 
longing to the deceased were scattered 
about. The Justice of the Peace has 
gone to investigate. 
G. W. Baker of San Francisco, was 
indicted by the Federal Grand Jury 
some months ago for complicity in 
Benson survey cases, but the in­ 
dictments were squashed. 
Baker 
then brought suit against the Govern­ 
ment to recover ceitaiH sums of money 
on contracts alleged to have been per­ 
formed. Saturday he requested United 
States Attorney Carey to dismiss 
the suits, confessing he never had a 
contract from the Government, but 
Benson agreed to pay him $2,500 for 
the use of his name. Tho Benson 
syndicate claim about $100,000 due on 
contracts in Baker’s name.

L o n d o n, April 9 .—Earl Granville 
presided at a banquet given by the 
Devonshire Club to-night in honor of 
Mr. Chamberlain. Earl Granville, in 
proposing the toast of the evening, 
said lie was glad to be able to con­ 
gratulate Mr. Chamberlain on the re­ 
sult of his mission. 
His, Gran­ 
ville’s, Btronge9t 
political 
convic­ 
tion had always been the impor­ 
tance of maintaining good relations 
between Great Britain and America. 
Although he had been the subject of 
the strongest attacks for his share of 
the responsibility of the Alabama 
settlement, ho looked back upon its 
result with the utmost satisfaction. 
It was certain that if England had 
broken off 
the Alabama negotia­ 
tions, they would not have been 
assembled there to-day to congratulate 
Chamberlain on having brought his 
task so nearly to a successful issue. 
The whole Liberal party could, on this 
occasion unite in congratulating the 
Conservatives on having adopted a 
liberal policy of 
conciliation 
and 
friendship toward America. 
Chamberlain on rising to reply was 
loudly cheered. 
He 
thanked the 
company for the warmth of their 
reception, of the toasts in his honor, 
and said he appreciated fully tbe 
unique character of tbe gathering. 
Ho was glad to see so many of his old 
colleagues, from whom he had tempo­ 
rarily disassociated.

Remarking upon the change of pub­

tury, ho said it was curious to 
look back to sincere opinions express­ 
ed by Statesmen and writers at the 
time of the civil war and to note their 
fears lest America should become a 
great and agressive power, dangerous 
to the peace of the world. He spoke 
strongly in favor of the Confederation 
of the Colonies and again ox pressed 
his hope that the Fisheries Treaty 
would be ratified.

An address has been prepared for 
public signature at Leipsic, express­ 
ing the earnest wish of the people 
that Prince Bismarck will not retire, 
and also the confidence that the Em­ 
peror will find means to avoid such an 
irreparable loss to Germany. 
An inspired article in the Oajdanine, 
a Russian paper of St. Petersburg, 
says that the Battenberg marriage 
project is a British plot to secure 
Prince Alexander’s return to Bulgaria, 
to which Russia ought to reply in the 
mountains of Afghanistan.

It was stated yesterday at Beilin 
that Prince Bismarck had abandoned 
his opposition to the marriage of 
Prince Alexander, of Battenberg, aud 
the Princess Victoria, having gained 
certain other concessions; and that 
all the differences between the Em­ 
peror and Prince Bismarck are now 
settled.

Boulanger 
refused to contest tbe seat for the 
Dordogne, but his friends forwarded 
his candidacy. 
La Lanterne says General Boulan­ 
ger will refuse to accept the reat, as 
re desires to sit for tho Department 
du Nord. 
General Boulanger has written a 
letter to an elector of Dordogne, in 
which, after expressing his thanks for 
his election by the people of that De­ 
partment, he says: “ Your vote con­ 
firms the necessity of a dissolution 
of Parliament and a revision of 
the constitution. I have accepted the 
candidacy of the Nord. 
On Sunday 
next the vote of the

will 
be added to yours in a fresh and sig­ 
nificant protest in favor of the Na­ 
tional Republican policy.

Y o r k , April 9. — Rosco* 
Conkling’s condition changed much 
for the worse last night. He 
wa* 
bouyed up in the evening by the prea 
euce of his wife whom he had not 
been permitted to see since his ill­ 
ness became serious; but after her de­ 
parture he sank into a stupor from 
which he roused but at long intervals 
and then only to display symptoms al 
delirium. 
Dr. Agnew, the eminent oculist, 
called at Conkling’s residence last 
night. At the time of his leaving the 
patient seemed to be not much y 
Dr. Fordyce Barker said to-day that 
he feared Conkling’sauracular trouble 
had caused an affection of the brain, 
which may prove fatal. “ All I care 
to say just now,” said Dr. Barker, “is 
that Mr. Conkling has had a bad 
change within the last twenty-four 
hours, and is very poorly indeed. I 
••ave called in Dr. Sands aud Dr. Dei- 
afield, and they in company with Dr. 
Agnew and myself will visit the pat­ 
ient this afternoon.” 
At 2 :30 a . m. Conkling’» condition 
was unchanged from the last report. 
At 2 o’clock Drs. Sands. Delafleld, 
Barker and Agnew callea at Conk- 
liug’s house and held a consultation 
for a few minutes. Afterwards Ham­ 
ilton Fish called but was not ad­ 
mitted. Dr. Barker at the conclusion 
of the conference, said that the 
tient’s condition was unpromising,, 
that he was suffering from inflamma­ 
tion of the ear, which had extended 
to the membranes of the brain, that 
the probabilities were that Couklipg 
could not recover, although there was 
a possibility that he might get well. 
His temperature was 103>£ and his 
pulse 100. Dr. Barker did not think 
there would be any marked change in 
the patient’s condition for perhaps 
twelve hours. There is no person ad­ 
mitted to the sick room, except the 
nurses and Mrs. Conkling and aH 
callers at the house are denied ad­ 
mission. 
Drs. Delafield Sands and Barker 
held a consultation in the case of Ros- 
eoe Conkling, between 4 and 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, and it was decided to 
immediately cut through the temporal 
bane to ascertain whether there 
is pus lodged on the brain. 
Dr. 
Sands is the operating surgeon. 
The surgeons cut away a portion of 
the temporal bone and found a secre­ 
tion of matter, which was removed. 
The operation was very successful 
and gives the patient a chance of life. 
Conkling remains unconscious. It is 
not expected that there will be any 
change in his condition for several 
hours. 
At 9:30 the physicians regard his 
condition as more favorable. 
Mr. 
Conkling will probably remain un­ 
conscious all night because of the 
anaesthetic which was administered. 
Doctors Barker aud Sand left the 
sick chamber at 9 :45 and will not re­ 
turn until 9 a. m. to-morrow. 
The 
surgical operation performed upon 
the distinguished patient this even­ 
ing was a very delicate one. 
It 
consisted iu too cutting and removihg 
of part of the temporal bone, the in­ 
cision beiog made upon the promtaK 
ence which may be felt just behind 
the ear. Beneath this lies the me- 
hanism of the ear, and in cases in 
which this mechanism becomes in­ 
volved, serious suppuration results, 
as in this instance, and it becomea 
necessary to make an opening through 
which the pus may be drawn off. 
When this region of inner ear was 
reached the membrane beneath the 
bone was cut through, and a drainage 
tube was inserted, and about an ounce 
of pus drained from the head, appar­ 
ently affording the patient great re­ 
lief. 
At 11 o’clock he was resting quietly, 
his temperature and pulse are the 
same as at the last report. 
At midnight Mr. Conkling was 
walking up and down the room in a 
half delirious condition. He sent for 
Edward S. Stokes, and when he ar­ 
rived Conkling said to him : “ Ed, it’s 
no use, I am gone. I have fought 
against this for some time. I cannot 
stand it any longer.” 
Mr. Stokes in going out, saw Doctor 
Sands at the door. He asked the 
Doctor if ConkliDg had any chance. 
Doctor Sands said: “He may live 
forty-eight hours, but I doubt it.” 
Conkling insists on rising and walking 
about 
the room, but does so in 
delirium, as he has not regained 
consciousness. 
At 1 :30 a . m. there was little differ­ 
ence in the condition of Conkling. 
He was then sitting up and w si 
slightly delirious.

TESTIMONY TAKEN YESTERDAY

Ex-Chief 
Darcy on cross-examination testified 
ifrm t while he had Miss Hattie at the 
police station he had given orders that 
mo one should be given permission to 
•ee her. During the first evening she 
was not under arrest and she could 
have gone until she confessed. 
She 
merely been asked to come down. 
1 did not tell her 1 intended to keep 
her there until doomsday or until she 
' confessed. After that I held her un­ 
der arrest for the next three days. 
8he did not say that she wanted a 
lawyer, and I did not say to her G— 
d— you, I am lawyer enough for you. 
Re-direct examination: Previous to 
her confession she could have left 
without my permission. 
If. W. BRADY 
Testified th at he was a detective in 
October of last year. 
On the 12th of 
tfrat month 1 went to 514 south Fort 
street about 7 p . m. 
I went there on 
my own account, and reported the in­ 
terview to Mr. Darcy. At 9 or 9 :30, 
Darcy told me to get Miss Hattie. 
I went to the house and rapped on the 
window. 
She asked me who it was. 
1 told her Brady. 
She asked me what 
I wanted. I told her Chief Darcy 
wanted to see her. 
She said she was 
in bed, and asked if the next morning 
would not do. 
I told her no. She 
then dressed herself,*and we walked 
leasurely to the police office. I talked 
to her on the way down, and tried to 
impress her with the fact that she was 
connected with the H arlan murder. 
I think I told her about the buggy 
standing in the yard all night. 
I 
think I tried to impress her with the 
necessity of telling the truth, that it 
would be better for her if she did tell 
it. I do not rem ember telling Darcy 
“ here is H attie, I will go and bring 
M innie.” I told Darcy that Minnie 
. was at the theatre, and that I would 
afterward go and get her. I went af­ 
ter her later in a hack. 
Cross-examined for the people: 
was not instructed to arrest Miss 
H attie. 
I was told to bring her to 
the office. I did not use force. After 
I took Miss H attie to the police sta­ 
tion I went back to the girls’ room 
and returned at about 11 o’clock. The 
first word I said to Miss H attie was 
that it was a pleasant evening. Then 
1 said th at I did not think that 
Minnie would enjoy the theater, fori 
had seen her crying before she went. 
I asked her if she enjoyed her buggy 
ride last Thursday evening.

blame H arlan for getting stuck on 
you. Then I said something to her 
about telling the truth.

To this an objection was interposed 
and sustained. 
MR. BRADY 
Testified: 
I was present on the 12th, 
when H attie made the statem ent to 
Mr. Darcy. 
I had never seen her 
before. 
She was in tb s office about 
an hour, and when she came I was in 
the adjoining 
office. 
Mr. Darcy 
called me in to take a statem ent in 
writing. I took it down as she talked. 
(Identified the written statem ent.) 
H attie was quiet when she made the 
statem ent. I heard no threats made 
or promises given to induce H attie to 
make the statem ent, nor did 1 agree 
to favor her in any way if she would 
make any statement. 
Cross-examined : 
Mr. Darcy called 
m e in and I was there about an hour 
and heard no promises made. 
Statem ent read to the effect that 
H attie liad become acquainted with 
Harlan through having her 
teeth 
filled. The last tim e she had been 
riding w ith him was October 4th, 
when they went to W hittier and to 
Compton; arrived in Los Angeles 
about 7 o’clock that evening. 
He 
walked home with her and that was 
the last Bhe had seen of him until 
about 7 p . m, the next evening when 
he paid her a short call. 
He then 
looked as if troubled about some­ 
thing. 
She had not know n he was a 
married man, nor did she believe he 
was then. 
W hen she worked for Mr. 
Bradley, he called on her and asked 
her to quit work. Afterwards, she 
received money 
from home 
and 
quit 
work.

She said she had about $200. I asked 
her if she had ever visited auy private 
rooms with Dr. H arlan and she sai l 
she had not. 
She did not say with 
what m eans or money she left hotne, 
but she said her parents were in poor 
círcumstancés. About 7 :30 that even­ 
ing I had another conversation with 
H attie. W hen she left that afternoon 
she went alone, but I was not far be­ 
hind her. 
In the evening I saw her 
in her room at 514 Fort street. 1 
asked her if she liad a photograph of 
Dr. H arlan and she said no. 
Minnie 
commenced to cry and said it was 
sham e th a t the papers should have 
connected her with the 6tory. 
Later 
Minnie went out and H attie said that 
she did not believe H arlan was dead. 
A little later some one knocked at the 
door and she said she thought it was 
H arlan. 
She also said she did not 
believe he was m arried. I had 
other conversation w ith her on the 
afternoon of the 13th or 14th. 
I was 
alone with her. It was just before 
H attie and Darcy went out for 
buggy ride. 
She said she was going 
somewhere with Mr. Darcy. I saw 
them leave the office together. They 
drove up Second street and turned 
down Fort.

ikot usé the word “’confess.M We 
Wete walking along quietly and she 
had a hold of m y arm . I offered her 
no inducem ent of any kind, nor did I 
u rn any threatening language. I was 
kind of making love to her. 
Jndge Cheney here ruled that the 
confession could not be adm itted un­ 
der the ruling of the Supreme Court, 
which was to the effect th at no con- 
fessidb could be introduced where the 
defendant had been told that it would 
be better for her to confess or where 
she was in charge of officers. 


C n i E F D A R C Y 
O n direct examination identified the 
pistol and watch and chain aB having 
been found in a gum grove.

I think we were running 
about fifteen miles an hour. 
Wester- 
field should have only run within half 
a mile of the curvo and then stopped 
until a flagman was sunt over; it was 
h is duty to stop. 
It is about three 
m iles from San Fernando to where the 
accident happened. I did not hear 
an y 
whistles 
blow n; 
it 
is the 
duty of the engineer to blow a whistle 
a t all curveB and obscure places. 
T here m ight have been a whistle 
blown an d I not have heard it. I 
have always been in the habit of hav­ 
ing all curves flagged. 
When I went 
inside of the car after starting for San 
Fernando I expected to be notified of 
the nearing of the curves by feeling 
the train slack up. W hen I stepped 
to the door of the car I went knowing 
th a t the train should stop and went to 
give orders to the brakoman to set up 
the brakes by hand and stop the train 
as it was down grade. I do not know 
th a t the brakem an knew that I told 
th e engineer to Btop at the carve. 
A t the conclusion of Upson’s testi­ 
mony the jury adjourned for dinner, 
and after the recess was over relam ed 
th e following verdict after short de­ 
liberation : 
"W e find th a t Joseph A. W ester­ 
fleld, a railroad engineer, a native of 
K ansas, aged 27; H arry Brooks, a 
firem an, a native of Ohio, 26, and 
M ichael Luna, 34, a native of Mexico, 
cam e to their death through injuries 
received while in tho employ of the 
Southern Pacific Com pany.” 
The jury held th at O. A. Upson, 
conductor of the work train, and J. A. 
W esterfleld, the engineer of same,were 
to blame for the accident and th at it 
was due to th eir crim inal careless­ 
ness.

M uch weight attaches to the utter­ 
ances of such an official, and in the 
present instance the outgivings of 
the

are

duly considered, conservative and de­ 
liberate. 
It is very gratifying to note how 
cheerful, hopeful and confident are 
th e views given by Mr. Germain. The 
record of the past year is very encour­ 
aging; th e statem ent that the attor­

T he retiring President of the Board 
of Trade calls attention to the great 
development going on hereabouts in 
the line of building. 
A few years ago 
this fact was more apparent than to­ 
day, although the actual work baing 
done then was not a tithe of what it 
is now. 
The construction of resi­ 
dences is being prosecuted with as 
much vigor as at any moment in the 
last five yeflrs. Indeed, the absolute 
num ber 
of 
buildings 
in 
course 
of 
erection 
is 
in 
ever-increas­ 
ing ratio, 
and that, too, of the 
geom etrical order. B ut thiB line of 
im provem ent now stretches over a 
vast area, embracing not merely to 
the very border of the city in all direc­ 
tions, but also 
overlapping 
these 
boundaries, extends far beyond into 
the outlying territory. 
Bo with busi­ 
ness blocks of all styles and dim en­ 
sions. Five years ago the new build­ 
ings were all put up in the very center 
of the city, and they claimed attention 
at all tim es. Now these enterprises 
reach from tbe eastern end of Downey 
Avenue 
to 
W ashington 
Gardens, 
a distance of four m iles; and from the 
car stables on Boyle Heights to the 
engine House on Temple street, al­ 
most equal in extent. 
G reat brick 
blocks, and fine stone structnres for 
business utes are now going up on 
dozen streets. Time was when a $100,­ 
000 block was spoken of for weeks by 
every paper in the city. 
Many of the 
buildings now being put up will cost 
$50,000, $100,000 and $150,000, but 
these attract very little attention. Our 
affairs were never on a more solid 
basis. 


W o r k on the great hotel at Tenth 
street is making good progress. The 
area of 100,000 square feet as now ex 
cavated makes a big hole in the 
ground. 
The big walls, three feet 
thick at weakest points, are now 
beiog rapidly laid up, the foundations 
being underlaid by a heavy bed of 
cem ent and broken stones. 
Nearly 
one hundred men are employed on 
the work, and more will be added as 
m aterial can be procured in larger 
volume. The timbers are all cat at the 
mills at PugetDBound in right lengths 
so to fit right into the hotel without 
further trouble. 
A spur track has 
been run up from the main line, and 
the m aterial is all delivered direct to 
the point of application. 
A mill has 
been set up on the ground to do the 
milling and surfacing for the building. 
It is to contain 650 sleeping rooms, 
and in every detail and appointment 
this will be the 
perfect equal of 
any hotel in the world. Its 
im 
portance to Los Angeles is second 
to no enterprise yet started. To have 
anything interfere with the accom­ 
plishm ent of the big design would be 
a severe blow to the general prosper 
ity of the city. 
And, by the way, the 
President of the Boated of Trade urge9 
the carrying out of the sewer system 
of the city. 
H ere is where the first 
work in this direction should be done. 
The M ain street sewer should be car­ 
ried on from where it was stopped at 
Ninth street to the outfall sewer south 
of the city. This is necessary to th« 
hotel scheme.

THE ELECTION POSTPONED. 


Tnc Matter of Voting by Proxies 
Discussed at Length— Oi her 
Business. 


The Los Angolés Board of Trade met 
at the new quarters, corner First and 
Fort streets, last night, this being 
the regular annual meeting for the 
election of officers. President Ger­ 
main, after calling the meeting to 
order, announced that after roll call 
at which members in person and 
by proxy wc-re expected to answer, 
the Board would proceed to the elec­ 
tion of six new directors for the ensu­ 
ing year. One hundred and ten mem­ 
bers answered to roll call. After read­ 
ing and approving the minutes of the 
previous annual meeting, President 
Germain read tiro following most ex 
cellent and interesting report. 
PBS8IDENT GERMAIN’S KKFOKT. 
To the Members oj the Los Angrlcs Board of 
Trade. 
Geni i.f.mkn : Another year, our fifth has 
passed, ami again you meet la annual con­ 
vention to listen to tho report» of your 
officers. A year ago I bad the honor of 
being elected your President, aud I have, as 
far as la me lay, endeavored to pcriorm the 
duties devolving upou me Whether I have 
succeeded In accomplishing what was ex­ 
pected of me, I leave you to judge. I will 
briefly note the condition Oi 'ur local affairs 
and tue working! of the Board of Trade for 
the pPBt year, and call your attention to 
matters demanding future consideration. 
The progress of our city in the pa-t 
twelve months has been something phen 
oiuenal. In population, In building, In 
commerce, and iu all public and pri­ 
va-e improvem nts, oar advancement is 
everywhere noticeable. Such rapid growth 
Involves a heavy responsibility upon the 
municipal goverumcnt, and tue tiae and 
resources of our officials have br*en taxed to 
the utmost, lu such a condition of affairs 
It is a great pleasure to note that the chief 
office, that of Mayor, 1m occupied by 
a man who in bin own personality repre­ 
sents the character and purposes of the 
Board of Trade. Energ. tic and progres­ 
sive, be has rendered the city good service, 
and hi* persistent efforts to secure needed 
public Improvements should meet with 
success, and ere well worthy of recogni­ 
tion.The Council is ranking strenuous efforts 
to solve the problems thrust upon it by our 
city’s growth, and with the hope ef enlist 
ing for them the co-operation of ouc busi­ 
ness community, I desire to call attention 
to a few oi these problems. 
First iu importance may be mentioned 
the question of street paving. The filthy 
condition of our thoroughfares has undoubt­ 
edly workoo largely to our disadvantage. 
The usual commeut of visitors h s been 
that such a state of nffairs would be a dis 
grace to a country village. If we are to have 
relief before another winter, the work of 
paving must be pushed with all possible 
speed, as a largo area must be covered to 
meet the demands ef business. 
Thou our sewerage system must be im­ 
proved without delay. Our lovely climate 
cannot forever overcome, aud ocean breezes 
cannot disinfector carry away the dangers 
arising from the defective sewerage system 
of a closely built city. Wo have been for 
lunate iu our comparative freedom from 
epidemic diseases, hut must not expect to 
Continue so, unless we make provision that 
roason and experience dictate. 
Another matter calling ior the speedy ac­ 
tion of both the Council and Board of Edu­ 
cation, is the p'esent lack of Adequate room 
inotir public schools. This has been large­ 
ly due to the uncertainty as to the validity 
of the proposed issue of bonds. One ml our 
leading Citizens is putting this problem in 
the way of a speedy solution, aud 
J trust he may meet with every encour­ 
agement in his laudable purpose. It may be 
that further legislation is required to moot 
the necessity iu cut case. In that event no 
question deserves more careful considera­ 
tion by the Board than tho requirements oi 
our public schools; no efforts should be 
spared to secure such legislation as will en­ 
able Los Angeles to possess school build­ 
ings aud accommodation»- as creditable to 
her as the teachers now in her sehools are. 
There are many other impo taut raattcre 
énnuected with municipal affairs; but no 
city worthy af the name can dispense with 
clean, well-paved streets, thorough sewer­ 
age. and ample facilities for the education 
of tnc you th.

jration of this Board, is the sn; 
Another matter which should engage 
*

" enlist the 
operation of this Board, is the suppression 
of vicious resorts, which are maintained in 
many instances on our business and resi­ 
dence streets. Houses of prostitution 
should 
be 
driven 
out 
rf 
view, 
aud 
the corrupt 
resorts 
shut up. 
I am in favor of the present ordinance fix­ 
ing the liquor dealer’s license at $<¡00 per 
annum; but 1 would suggest that said 
Ileon-e be made payable yearly In advance, 
so as to make It impossible for unprinci­ 
pled meu to make a livelihood out ol the 
earnings of the poorer classes, and thus rid 
our city of a class of people whose place 
should be at work supporting their families, 
who in many Instances are now neglected. 
The lighting of this city also requires 
further action. Our electric lights are good 
so far as they go, but they should be In­ 
creased iu number. 
The proposed new charter, a matter of 
great moment to our municipality, will 
shortly be submitted to the votes of our 
citizens. This charter should be oaretully 
studied by each member of the Board, that 
he may be prepared to cast au intelligent 
vote. While not presuming to sptak for 
the Board, I may briefly say that, iu my 
individual judg.i cut, the interests of 
Sie city will be best promoted by its adop­ 
on; and that, while like every other work 
of human hand*, it has its imperfections, it 
is superior to the one by which we are now 
Íoverued ; it Is intended to, and, doubt- 
SA* will, correct mauy «buses which have 
grown 'up under the present charter. I 
would suggest that the expression of opin­ 
ion on the part of this representativo body 
of business men. would have great weight 
with a large uumber of our voting popula­ 
tion.Belonging to the administration of the 
county, and effecting the interest* of I he 
city, are two important matters—the Judi­ 
ciary and Court House. The last Legislature 
allowed two additional Superior Judges for 
this couuty; but the relief it has afforded ap- 
f>ears to be only temporary 
Business iu- 
ereats of the community arc prejudiced by 
delayB which are unavoidable when the 
courts ore overburdened with work; and 
steps should be taken in ample season to 
briug some measure for further relief before 
the legislature, earlv in its next sesgfon. 
In resard to the Court House, I desire to 
express the gratification felt by all classes 
In knowing that operations have been actu­ 
ally commenced, and that I-os Angeles 
county at last bids fair to have a building 
which will be a credit to i\ adequate to the 
demands of the public business and calcu­ 
lated to afford protection to our public rec­ 
ords. Its early completion Is a necessity, 
aud while public improvements and busi­ 
ness have been impeded by the rush of our 
progress, private enterprises have accom­ 
modated themselves to the situation. 
The year Just past has been a prosperous 
one, not only for this locality, but for the 
entire Pacific coast. The failures have been 
few, and profits fair; snd wo can only hope 
that tho year just beginning will prove a 
repeti ion of the one ended. Our mer­ 
chants, however, should 
not guide 
themselves by success, bnt should use great 
care and judgment in granting credits, thus 
avoiding losses to themselves and embar­ 
rassment to their debtors. The business of 
the country is In a healthy condltlou and it 
depends a great deal upon our wholesale 
trade to keep it so. 
Tho area of country brought under culti­ 
vation has been largely in excess of any 
previous year. I learn from authentic 
sources thaf. over seventy five per cent, of 
our laud of all descriptions has been 
plowed up, new orchards set out, grain 
sown in enormous quantities; and. to crown 
the whole, our rainfall has been plentiful. 
There are, therefore, no clouds on the horl- 
' zon to cause apprehension, and we can look 
forward to a prosperous season. I would 
caution our people, however, to be careful 
and not kill the goose that lays the golden 
egg by cutting up too much land 
into small town lots and holding 
acreage property at too high a figure. 
Wo cannot have permanent prosperity 
merely from a few rich men coming here to 
build homes, without producing anything. 
We must make strenuous efforts to induce 
also the immigration of a class of farming 
people who will till our soil and bring forth 
by the sweat of their brow that whieh is 
needed for self-support We must have 
them produce, rot ouly what is needed for 
homo consumption, but a surplus that will 
bring in gold ooin, and put the balance of 
trade In our favor. It has been my impres­ 
sion for years that the prosperity of this 


lies. They have, and will come, and form 
a desirable addition to our community. 
Wc must not run away with the Idea that 
buying and selling our lota and acreBge 
property at large figures will promote our 
welfare; but We must remember that as our 
population lucreaicS we have to produce 
more; not only to raise what we coneuine, 
but a surplus to send abroad. It is not to 
our credit to send away thousands, and even 
millions of dollars, as wo have done, aud 
still arc doing, to bring I m'" “ 
tatoes, onions, and mauy---------------------- 
which we can bring forth from our produc­ 
tive soil, keeping our wealth here. Instead 
of sending ir away. 
The banks of our city have Increased In 
number, ami both new and old have accu­ 
mulate»! resources by trausaclIng a largo 
volume of business. Los Angeles is well 
represented by our banking institutions, of 
which she has good reason to be proud. Tho 
establisment of a Clearing House during 
.he past year has filled a long felt want, and 
was attained through the efforts of the Com­ 
mittee on Trade, Commerce and Banking 
of this Board of Trade. 
The press uf this city ha* during the past 
year, as heretofore, done good work for 
this section, and no ouc begrudges it Its 
share of general prosperity. Homo of the 
papers have luboied during years of adver­ 
an v f ir the benefit of Southern C*llfornia, 
and these have now the consciousness of a 
duty well performed. 
The railroads have taken an activo part In 
the recent advancement. In every direc­ 
tion the iron horse is beating new paths, 
au d itisa poor day which does rot bilng 
the report of some additional road which it 
building, or p-oposlni to build in this di­ 
rection. The railroads we have arc like our 
City Council, overwhelmed with work. Inci­ 
dent to the rapid growth of this section. 
Every possible effort for efficient tervice has 
been made by the officials of both com­ 
panies, a^d between them aud our mer 
chants a general feeling of frieudliness 
exists. 
Seme charitable ladles of this city have 
undertaken the establishment of a free 
kindergarten, for the benefit of poor, home­ 
less children; and I hope they will meet 
with all the encouragement and success 
they deserve, fehould tney call upon our 
citizeus for material help, I hope that evory 
one will do tho utmost to help them carry 
out their purpose. 
One of the drawbacks to Los Angeles has 
been its lack of adequate hotel accommo 
dation. This lack has been partially met 
recently by new hotels; and the prospect Is 
that before long, wo shall be prepared to 
welcome all comers with more extensive 
hotel accommodations than are boastod of 
In any commercial city of twice its size in 
the united States, it cannot be expect- 
•d that visitors will continue to come 
of they arc warned off by reports of insuffic­ 
ient accommodation, and consequent high 
prices. This matter of high prices charged 
by hotel aud boarding houses has been an 
evil—one, in part, depending upon another 
evil, which bids fair to be eradicated, 
that is high rents. The heavy, aud 
In 
many instances, exorbitant rents 
which have been asked by landlords, 
have driven some out of business, de- 
tered others from engaging In it, and Beut 
mauy families away who could not afford 
to live in this city. The unprecedented ac­ 
tivity in building operations Is, however, 
bringing the supply more nearly up 
to the demand, and the relief which 
is already being felt, will doubtless soon 
be still mote evident. This relief would 
have beeu sooner afforded, had it not been 
for the i ^sufficient supply and excessively 
high price of I uilding material, especially 
lumber This has been, aud continúes to 
be a serious question, and ono deserving of 
your consideration. 
If by any proper 
means 
'he 
prevailing 
high 
prices 
for building material 
can 
be 
re­ 
duced to a more reasonable basi», one 
more nearly approaching the rates charged 
ehcwherc, I am convinced we shall see 
building commenced on a sca'o heretofore 
not a reamed of. Beautiful homes will be 
erected iu every direction, and men of mod­ 
erate means, freed from high rents, will not 
only make a living, but become pio-i 
perous, a*.d consequently more contented. 
The buililug of homes has been encour­ 
aged aud facilitated by tho formation of 
building associations, aud to the direc’nrs 
of these organizations great credit is due 
for the public spirit ana sound juJgme-.it 
displayed by them. 
while our manufacturing interests have 
made considerable progress, they are as yet 
far from being as extensive as desirable. 
There are, at* already mentioned, many 
cou-inodities which Southern California 
should not be compelled to purchase abroad; 
aud the rapidly growli g output of crude pe­ 
troleum at our very doors furnishes a cheap 
fuel, which should be more generally util­ 
ized in the building up of home manufac­ 
tures, which would settle the question that 
lias heretofore prevented the establishment 
of manufactories in this county. 
In no branch of business has activity 
been so notlcable as in real estate. Tho 
transfers have exceeded In number and ag­ 
gregate consideration, those of any other 
county on the American continent. For­ 
tunes have beeu made, and so attractive has 
this form of iuvestmcnt become, that some 
classes of property have been pushed on 
the market in advance of any legitimate de­ 
mand. still worse,the“boonr’bos beeu taken 
advantage of by a few unprincipled adven­ 
turers, to work off on unsuspecting and 
credulous people, lots in paper town», 
located on Inaccessible mountains and bar­ 
ren deserts. While people who are taken In 
by these shames are guilty of extreme 
negligence, 
such 
frauds 
work 
an 
injury 
to 
all 
legitimate 
business; 
and I would recommend that thl»Board take 
steps to furnish reliable information rela­ 
tive to any property placed upon the mark­ 
et elsewhere, and then publish extensively 
its readiness and willingness to do so. Such 
a course would, I am satisfied, to a great ex­ 
tent, prevent and break up iiaudulent busi­ 
ness. 
The estahlishment of the Free Bureau of 
Infoiroation by Mr R. R. Ilsines, mnder the 
auspices of this Board of Trade, will in a 
great measure help us in this matter; for in 
the few months of its existence it has 
proven a success and of Immense benefit to 
tills community and to the many strangers 
asking for Information. Tho Board should 
contiuue to give it all the help and encour­ 
agement possible. 
To the Board of Supervisors of this county 
our Board is iudebted for the courtesy ex­ 
tended in setting aside part of the amount 
appropriated to encourage Immigration. 
They granted us $100 per month; to be de­ 
voted to the maintenance of the Free Bureau 
of Information, which without this sub- 
eubstantial aid could not have been a 
success. 
While the real estate market now lack* 
some of the excitement which marked it a 
few months ago, it is still active, a fact 
sufficiently demonstrated by the number of 
transfers filed for record during the past 
few mouths, largely In excess of those for 
the corresponding months of 1887.

T H E M 'P it EM E COURT. 


O LEO M A R G A R IN E. 
The Keystone State Law Thereon 
Sustained. 
W ashington, April 0.—The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
to-day rendered an opinion in case 
number 814 of William L. Powell, 
plaiutiff in error, vs. the Common­ 
wealth in Pennsylvania, commonly 
known as Ihe Oleomargarine Case. It 
was brought up for revision on a 
judgment of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania sustaining the validity 
of a statute of 
that Common­ 
wealth, making it unlawful for 
any person to manufacture, sell, 
or offer for sale, auy butter or 
cheese ct article designed to tuke the 
place of these articles produced from 
any compound other than unadulter­ 
ated milk or cream. The plain iff 
was convicted of a violation of this 
statute, and took an appeal, basing it 
on tho ground that the statute was iu 
violation of the 14th amendment to 
the Constitution, and that the article 
was a new invention, not deleterious 
to public health. The Court holds 
that it is entirely within the police 
powers of the State to protect the 
public health, and that tho questions 
whether the manufacture of oleomar­ 
garine is or may be conducted in 
such a way as to involve such 
danger to the public health as 
to require the suppression of the busi­ 
ness, rather than its regulation, are 
questions of fact and of public policy 
which belong to the Legislative de­ 
partment to determine. If all that 
can be said of this legislation íb that 
it is 
unwise, 
unnecessary 
or 
oppressive, 
the 
appeal 
is 
to 
the Legislature, or the ballot box, 
and not the Judiciary. The Court 
also says it cannot assent to the argu­ 
ment that if this statute is sustained 
then nothing stands in the way 
of the destruction by the Legisla­ 
tive 
Department of the 
Con­ 
stitutional 
guarantees of liberty 
and property. The answer to this 
argument it holds is that the Judiciary 
Department is bound not to give 
effect to 
statutory 
enactments 
that are plainly forbidden 
by 
ihe Constitution. 
The objection 
that 
the 
statute 
deuies 
the 
equal protection of the laws, is also 
held to be untenable, for the reason 
that the same penalties and burdens 
that are imposed upon all perspqs en­ 
gaged in tíie samo bu-rino??. Judg­ 
ment id aftirineu. óuinion by Justice 
Harlan, Justice Field dissenting.

Mayor Workman and the 
Legislators at Oats. 


H I A.. T. A S. F. CO. DEED. 


Other Matters Which Occupied the 
Attention of the Couneil- 
men Yesterday. 


The City Council met in regular 
lesion at its chambers on Second 
■treet yesterday, with President Hum­ 
phreys in the chair; present, Messrs. 
Hanley, Mathews, Moriarty, Teed, 
OoUins, Barrett, Gibbs, Cohn, Lovell, 
Üinsabaugh and Mathews. 
An opinion from the City Attorney 
relative to the power of the City Coun­ 
cil to sell and dispose of city lands, to 
the effect that such conveyance can 
be made, provided it is done by the 
enactment of an ordinance, was offer­ 
ed, read, received and filed. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that the 
sense of the Counsel be expressed to 
the effect that the Mayor sign the 
deed conveying the property included 
in the contract with the Riverside, 
Santa Ana and Los Angeles Railroad 
Company to said company. 
Mr. 
Lovell amended by instructing the 
Clerk to refer the opinion of the City 
Attorney to the Mayor, and request 
hita to return the deed to the Council 
by 2 p . m . 
Carriod. 
The Health of­ 
ficer reported the deaths in the city 
for the month of March,heretofore re­ 
ported in the H erald, filed. The re 
pert of the Board of Public 'Works, as 
published in the H eba ld.w ss adopted 
with a few minor alterations. 
Upon motion of Captain Barrett, 
the Street Superintendent and Chief 
of Police were instructed to restrain 
all parties from constructing stairways 
to basements in sidewalks. 
Captain Barrett called attention to 
the effect that several street sprink­ 
ling hydrants should be erected m the 
southern part of the city for the use 
of carts sprinkling streets south of 
Washington street. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the salary 
of the Street Superintendent be fixed 
at $250 per month. Mr. Cohn ob­ 
jected, stating that it could not be 
done legally. 
Captain Barrett thought Gen. Bald­ 
win had been elected with the under­ 
standing that he would receive $150 
per month, and it was now not only 
impossible but out of place to attempt 
to raise it. Ample provision would 
be made to furnish him with the 
necessary number of assistants, and 
that ought to suffice. 
Adjourned until two o’clock. 


Afterneon Session. 
Clerk Teed announced that the 
bonds issued for public improvements 
had been sold and $54,090, the amount 
of same, placed in the city treasury. 
A draft of a contract with Frick 
Brothers for certain improvements in 
the construction of zanjas, and bond 
for the faithful performance of the 
same were offered, filed and ap­ 
proved. 
The bond of the contractor having 
in charge the construction of a zanja 
on 6an Pedro street from Ninth to 
Washington street, was offered but 
objected to for the reason that the 
sureties were also security on other 
bonds. 
On motion a recesa was taken for 
the purpose of holding a meeting of 
the Board of Regents of the library. 
In the absence of President Work­ 
man, Mr. Humphreys was chosen as 
temporary chairman. After the read­ 
ing and approving of the minutes of 
the previous meeting by the librarian, 
Jessie A. Gavitt, her report was pre­ 
sented for March. It was as follows: 
Balance on hand March 1st, $18.70; 
receipts for month, $189.90; balance 
on hand April 1st, $15.35. 
A number of bills were presented 
and audited. On motion the Board 
adjourned. 
The matter of approving the Frick 
Brothers' bond being again brought 
before the Council, on motion of Mr. 
Collins a vote was taken and motion 
to approve lost, Messrs. Cohn, Chand­ 
ler and Humphreys voting no. 
Mr. Cohn thought the opinion of the 
City Attorney should be required. 
He could not see why the Council 
should not have an attorney in at­ 
tendance at the meetings. There were 
three in the employ o f the city, and 
surelj it was not right for the Council 
to be without any one to pass upon 
questions which were constantly ar- 
rising. 
In the matter relative to the specifi­ 
cations of the contract for the cement 
walks around the Sixth street Park 
on motion of Capt. Barrett, the con 
tract with Mr. McLean was changed. 
A communication from the Mayor 
as follows was received: 
To the Honorable C ouncil o f L o t A n 
•J'let; 
I have just received from you the 
following extraordinary communica­ 
tion, to w it: 
Los An g eles, California, April 9th. 
To the Honorable Mayor: 
By order of the Council you are re­ 
quested to return the deed to the San­ 
ta Fe Kailreod Company at 2 p. m., 
dither with or without your signature. 
In response to this peremptory and 
unlawful demand made by you as one 
branch of the citv government to an 
independant and coordinate branch 
of the same government, I have to 
say: 
First—I have this date just received 
from the City Attorney his opinion 
upon this matter with the deed re­ 
ferred to, the latter having been, un­ 
til this morning, in possession of that 
officer since his opinion was first ask­ 
ed, some nine months ago. 
Second—1 have not had time this 
morning, amid the press of business, 
to give to that opinion the careful con­ 
sideration it deserves, in view of the 
apparent conflict with a previous ver­ 
bal one given to me by the same offi­ 
cer. but will e ideavor to do so at as 
early a date as possible. 
Third—I have never refused (_ 
jour request might seem to imply) to 
sign the deed authorized by Ordi­ 
nance No. 273, which is, I presume, 
the deed you refer to, nor do I now 
decline to sign it; but, as Mayor of 
this city, I propose to take such rea­ 
sonable time as the law allows and 
my legal duty enjoins, in which to ex­ 
amine iiito the matter, and when I 
have determined upon my true and 
legal duty I will perform it. 
As an independent and co ordinate 
branch of the city government, I deny 
the right or authority of your honora­ 
ble body to attempt to decide my 
course or influence my action in the 
performance of this or any other offi­ 
cial doty, as I deem myself fully com­ 
petent, and it is my right and duty to 
conduct my branch of the city govern­ 
ment without any influence from 
yours, which is unauthorised by law. 
If, after due examination, I shall 


conclude that it is my duty as Mayor 
to sign the deed, I will do it, and de­ 
liver it to the proper grantee named 
therein. 
But, in the meantime, I 
shall have to decline to comply with 
your irregular and unauthorized de­ 
mand to deliver the same, “ signed or 
unsigned, on or before 2 r. n.” I am 
respectfully yours, 
W. H. W orkman, Mayor. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the com­ 
munication be spread ou the min­ 
utes. 
Captain Barrett moved that the 
communication be deposited in the 
waste basket. 
Mr. Lovell moved that action be 
deferred for one week. 
Dr. Siosabaugh hoped the Council 
would not act rashlv. 
The Mayor 
had a right to demand time. 
Mr. Collins stated he would insist 
upon Captain Barrett’s motion. He 
objected to having the Mayor’s slush 
spread upon the minutes when the 
Finance Committee made a report 
reflecting on the Mayor. 
^Captain Barrett thought 
if the 
Councilman did not have dignity 
enough to resent such a communica­ 
tion they should take up their hats 
and go home. It was about time tbat 
it should be understood that the Coun­ 
cil had some dignity at least. 
Citv Attorney Daly stated that he 
would say very little, as the Mayor 
was not present, but he wished it un­ 
derstood that ‘the City Attorney was 
always ready to deliver opinions when 
asked for them. His opinion had been 
given relative to securing a viaduct on 
First street, and not as to whether the 
city could legally convey the land. Ho 
considered it unfair of ihe Mayor to 
make such insinuations and charges. 
Capt. Barrett renewed his motion, 
modifying it by laying it on the table. 
Motion lost. 
City Attorney Daly demanded, as 
an officer of the city, that the com­ 
munication be referred back to the 
Mayor until a truthful report be 
made. 
Upon motion of Capt. Bar­ 
rett the communication was referred 
back to the Mayor, and ordered that 
it should not be spread upon the min­ 
utes. 
Upon motion of Dr. Sinsabaugh, 
the matter of changing the specifica­ 
tions in the Sixth Street Park side­ 
walks was referred to a special Com­ 
mittee. 
The bond of the Frick Bros, under 
consideration during the 
morning 
session, was ou the opinion of the 
City Attorney and the motion of Mr. 
Collins approved. 
The bills for services of special 
officers contracted at the instance of 
the Chief of the Police were on motion 
of Teed, referred to the Police Com­ 
missioners. 
The report of the Finance Com­ 
mittee relative to the refusal of the 
California Central Railway Company 
to pay a license tax was filed and 
upon motion, the City Attorney was 
instructed to commence proceedings 
against the said company. 
The City Clerk was instructed to 
advertise for bids for the city print­ 
ing, the contract for the past year 
having expired. 
Captain Barrett moved that here­ 
after no police officers or detectives 
be appointed without the consent of 
the Council. No action taken. 
Captain Barrett moved that here­ 
after the city allow no salaries for 
men exclusive of the seventy regular 
police officers. Motion lost. 
On motion of Mr. Mathews, the 
Cable Car Company was notified to 
place its iron yokes and other mate­ 
rial in a compact form, so as to remove 
obstructions on the streets upon which 
thev axe deposited. 
The report of the Zanja Committee 
was received and filed.
